Wit¬ 
ness made out the Invoice, which was 
sent to the office. He went over tit 
Klrehounrr'e house on the evening of 
Monday, the 22nd, to see if he couldn't 
straightrn the trouble. lie showed 
Kircheimer a list of the goods short, 
which was given him by either Mr.. 
Beljen or Mr. Thompson, but he wasn't 
authorised by anybody to try and adjust 
the matter. He showed Kirclteinxr 
the Hat, and told him that if he would 
pay $785, which was the estimated 
amount of the shortage, he thought the 
trouble could be settled. Keicheiiner in¬ 
fused to have anything to do with the 
affair, and said that he purchased the 
goods in the regular way. 

Mr. I<orimer also said that he offered 
to make good the a mount to the firm, 
but the latter couldn't see their way 
clear to accept it. Kircheimer came to 
Turner, Beeton ft Co.’e quite frequently 
(two or three times a week), and Invari¬ 
ably Inquired for witness’s brother. He 
had never Been the accused go out of the 
establishment with parrels in his arms. 

Mr. Thompson was recalled and sa¬ 
il mined briefly, after which an adjourn 
roent was taken until this afternoon.

So 
near was the Doctor falling a prey to the 
barbaric elements that on one ocoaslon 
he says a number of the Boxers had 
peered through the trap door, the only 
entrance to the lofL and only desisted 
on going further on being told that no 
one but ladies were above. At the time 
lie was on the very door that had been 
forced open. His escape from the city 
occurred five days after entering that 
left. He and his fellow missionaries 
were smuggled out of the gates of the 
city at night, the gate keeper being paid 
a handsome sum for granting the exit.

organist, G. J. Burnett, who knows so 
well how to manipuate the king of in¬ 
struments. The next number was the 
solo, "It Is Enough,” from Men¬ 
delssohn's "Elijah,” which was most ar¬ 
tistically rendered by Herbert Taylor, 
although ho has for some time been suf¬ 
fering from an attack of hoarseness. Mr. 
Burnett brought out tho ’cello obligato j 
very effectively on the organ, but seeing 
there was a ’cellist on the programme 
i- was rather disappointing not to have 
this part played on the instrument for 
which the composer wrote it. This was 
followed by a pupil of Mr. Taylor’s, Miss 
Jeanne McAlpine, giving the solo, "With 
Verdure Glad,” from Haydn’s "Crea- 1 
tion,” in a most brilliant manner. The 
case with which she sung the difficult 
passages in this solo would almost lead j 
one to think there w*as do difficult about | 
it, her voice is so clear and llexible, and ( 
her intonation so true that no fault could i 
be found with the clever interpretation | 
she gave of this number. After this 
there was a violoncello solo played by I 
Urquhart Jackson in good style. He 
brought out a good rich tone, but he | 
would have achieved a still greater sue- ; 
cess if he had not taken it at quite so 
rapid a tempo. Probably this was at¬ 
tributable to a little nervousness. The 
concluding number of this part was the 
great duet of Haydn's "Graceful Con¬ 
sort,” which was given by Miss Mc¬ 
Alpine and Mr. Taylor in a most artis¬ 
tic manner, and showed each artist, to 
be thoroughly at home in their respective 
parts. An offertory was then taken up, i 
end the secoud part was open.nl by Mr. 
Taylor singing in his best style the ever 
popular solo, "Nazareth,” by Gounod. 
Mr. Burnett played n tracketed number 
A. “O Star of Eve.” Wagner, and B 
"Pastorale,” Wely, the first number be¬ 
ing one of Mr. Burnett's best efforts, the. 
wny he manipulated the stops giving the 
most perfect rendering possible of this 
solo on the organ. The effect of the B 
number was somewhat marred by the 
rattling of the action of the organ in 
tho staccato passage, although it was 
evident Mr. Burnett was doing his best 
to cover up this defect in the instru¬ 
ment. Miss McAlpine nnd Mr. Taylor 
then gave the duet, "Widow nnd Pro¬ 
phet,” from Mendelssohn's "Elijah,” a 
number that has not often been sung 
here, and a very clever interpretation 
they gave of it. Their voices blended 
well together, and the phrasing and ex¬ 
pression was as near perfection as any¬ 
one could wish to hear. Mr. Burnett 
played the concluding number, tho ever 
popular offertoire in G, by Wely, in a 
most spirited manner, and thus conclud¬ 
ed, from a musical and artistic 
point of view, a most enjoyable recital. 
It most be rather discouraging to both 
the organist and choirmaster that so 
few of the regular congregation belong¬ 
ing to the church were present. Al¬ 
though it was got up to assist the funds 
of St. Andrew’s, fully two-thirds of the 
audience were people who came from 
I other churches.

The New York World rarently publiah- 
«d the following dispatch from Glace 
Bay, Cape Breton: 

“At this time, when wireless tele¬ 
graphy appears to be on the threshold 
«f practical commercial success, the Jol 
lowing statement may be regarded as 
ancre than ordinary importance. In an 
rarer to. the World*a questions, young 
Mr. Marconi said: 

“ *No. I do not think otir system will 
be a serious rivnl to either ocean or 
laud telegraphy. 1 would say that it 
would eventually become an auxiliary 
t> it and that the successful transaction 
of buxines* over sea will tend to stimu¬ 
late cable business under the sen. It 
Is possible that the fact of onr system 
being cheeper may militate to some ex¬ 
tent against the other, though I do not 
think It will to any great degree. That 
la a (matter for the future, and will de¬ 
pend wholly upon the success of our 
ayntixn. In Canada we work in con¬ 
junction with the Dominion government, 
making use of their land wires.' 

“Mr. Marconi said that when the suc¬ 
cess of the Ifrble Head station was as¬ 
sured, the proposal of erecting land *U- 
lions throughout Canada would be im- 
anedlately undertaken. It wgs for this 
purpose that the Canadian company was 
organised at Toronto the. other day with 
a capital )of $500,000.
